A TIRED FEELING 


1910, when a branch line of the Canadian Northern was completed from 
Hudson Bay Junction, Sask., to The Pas, Manitoba, and the building of a 
Government line from The Pas to Hudson Bay was authorized by Parlia¬ 
ment. Work commenced the following year with Churchill as the objective. 

Following a change of Administration at Ottawa, Churchill was 
abandoned as the proposed terminal, and Port Nelson chosen. The location 
of the railroad was accordingly altered. The right-of-way was cleared and 
graded to Port Nelson and,.Steel laid, before the end of 1916, as far as 
Kettle Rapids, 332 miles from The Pus. 

Owing to the war and consequent lack of men and steel, operations 
were suspended and for some years only part of the completed railway was 
kept in repair. 

The work thus commenced by the Liberals in 1910 was continued by 
the Conservatives until war, and the after-war period of financial depression 
stopped the work. The work, however, had only been carried on in a 
more or less half-hearted manner with the result that progress was slow, 
and the country, as a whole, lacked confidence in the undertaking, the East 
regarding it as a waste of public money and in the nature of a political sop 
to the West. 

With the acceptance by Hon. C. A. Dunning of the portfolio of railways 
in the Mackenzie King Government, a marked change took place. It is ah 
open secret that Mr. Dunning made the immediate and vigorous construc¬ 
tion of the road a condition of his entry into the Government. He frankly 
told the people of the West that he regarded it as ‘‘his Job” to complete the 
railway in the shortest possible space of time. 

The task of reconditioning the roadbed which had fallen into disrepair 
was begun, and, in view of divergent views which prevailed as to tne 
relative merits of Churchill and Nelson as terminal harbors, Mr. Dunning 
secured the services of the most eminent British harbor engineer to decide 
the question. He reported strongly in favor of Churchill, and his report was

An attempt is*to be made next week to interest all of 
the Boards of Trade from Feruie eastward to Maclecd in a 
proposal to circulate publicity literature on the scenic and 
other attractions of the “Crow” route through the Rockies 
Fernie Board of Trade has taken the initiative and a con¬ 
ference of representatives will be held at Pincher Creek on 
Wednesday. There is scope for some effective work to be 
carried on and the only limit is lack of funds. Publicity 
work requires the expenditure of a considerable amount of 
money, and if 4 is intelligently made use of, it will pay 
handsome dividends. . But a lot of money can be wasted on 
a piecemeal policy which would not reach the people most 
desired. The northern route through Calgary and Banff 
has strong advocates in the Calgary Board of Trade, and 
they have spent a lot of money in propaganda by having a 
man visit many of the large centres in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, and in having publicity matter appear in the 
weekly newspapers of those provinces. 

This route has just as fine scenic attractions as the 
northern route. Banff with its magnificent C. P. R. hotel 
receives a great deal of publicity—the railway company secs 
to that—but ijj the south it is entirely through boaids of 
trade that publicity expenditures must be met. The point 
to consider is to wbat extent would Coleman be justified in 
contributing towards an expenditure for this purpose. As 
far as tourist traffic is concerned, there is nothing to entice 
them to stay over at this particular spot, though Cu/ws 
Nest Lake and its surroundings affords an opportunity for 
somebody to invest capital in developing a resort which 
would be a haven of rest fop the tourist making the journey 
through the mountains. Frankly speaking, self-interest is 
uppermost in making expenditures to attract tourist traffic, 
and unless the revenue to be derived is greater than the 
expenditure proposed, it would not be gocd business for 
any board or organization to spend money withe lit getting 
a reasonable return. But all business men living in towns 
on the Crow route should be interested in the initiative ef¬ 
fort of Fernie board and make it their business to co-op¬ 
erate in the proposal as far as gocd business sense would 
dictate. 

The complimentary remarks of those who heard the “
